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THE BATTLE AT GREAT BETHEL. 
Repulse of the Federal Troops. 


Generat Butter having learnt that the Secessionists were forti- 
fying Great Bethel. and that they intended making a stand at 
Little Bethel, ordercd Colonel Duryea’s regiment to cross Hamp- 
ton Creek, and march on Little Bethel. This order was promptly 
executed, and the regiment moved from Hampton at aboat hali- 
past one o'clock, having been ferried over the Hampton Creck by 
Lieutenant Crosby’s flotilla of boats, manned by recruits from. 
the Naval Brigade. Coloncl Townsend’s Albany regiment fol- 
lowed an hour after, and at the same time Colonel Bendix’s regi- 
ment and detachments of the Vermont and Massachusetts regulars 
at Newport moved forward to form a junction with the regulars 
from Fortress Monroe at Little Bethel, about half way between 
Hampton and Great Bethel. The Zouaves passed Little Bethcl 
about four a.m. Colonel Bendix’s regiment arrived next, and 
took a position at the intersection of the roads, Not under-

Butler, with two pieces of artillery. 

The Albany regiment returned the fire, but fortunately with- 
out effect. The loss of the Albany Regiment was one man 
killed, two seriously wounded, and some other casualties. The 
unfortunate mistake was speedily corrected, and the troops 
advanced upon Great Bethel in the following order: The Zou- 
aves, Colonel Bendix, Lieutenant-Colonel Washburne, Colonel 
Allen and Colonel Carr; at thai point our regiments formed and 
successively endeavored to take a large masked Secession battery. | 
The effort was futile, our three small pieces of artillery not being 
able to cope with the heavy rifled cannon of the enemy, according | 
to some accounts thirty in number. The rebel battery was com. | 
pletely masked, so that no men could be scen, but only the | 
flashes of the guns. There were probably less than a thousand 
mcn behind the batteries of the rebels. A weil concerted move- | 
ment might have eecured the position, but Brigadier-General 
Pieree, who commanded the expedition, appears to have lost his 
presence of mind, and the Troy regiment stood for an hour 
exposed to a galling fire, when an order to retreat was at last | 
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given, but at that moment Lieutenan’ Greble, of the United 
States Army, and in command of the artillery, was struck by a 
cannon ball and instantly killed. He had spiked his gun, and 
was gallantly endeavoring to wi.hdraw his command. Captain 
George W. Wilson, of the Troy regiment, after the order to 
retreat was given, took possession of the gun, and, with Quarter- 
master McArthur, brought it*off the field with the corpse ot the 
beloved Lieutenant. Both were brought to Fortress Monroe in 
the evening. 

The loss ot the Federal troops 1s said to be twenty-five killed 
and one handred wounded, It is hard to tel whether indigna- 
tion or gricf predominated at the result of this gallant attack, 


| but ic is certain that had the intelligence of the commander of the 


expedition equalled the daring courage of the men, the batteries 
would have been stormed and taken, 

On the receipt of the report, General Butler mounted his horse 
and rode to Newport News, to remedy the want 01 judgment in 
the leader of the expedition if possible, and to take the batteries 
without a doubt, and with the least possible delay. We shall 
give the result of hi action in our next.

The State of the Nation. 
Events crowd upon us so rapidly, events so significant in them- 
selves, and yet so minute in relation to the whole, and so nu- 
merous withal, that it is utterly impossible to chrenicle or even 
keep count of them all. 
towards a certain point, which is a deadly conflict between large 
masses of the Federal and Secession troops, now moving steadily

on from various points towards each other. Untiring activity is 
displayed on both sides, and if we may believe the party presses 
a like determined hostility and deep-seated enthusias’:: animate 
both. We know within afew hundreds the force which General 
Seott is throwing in and towards Virginia; at least a hundied 
thousand men will, in a few days be treading the sacred soil of 
the Old Dominion, and threatening the occupation of her proud 
capital, Richmond. Where their point of concentration will be 
is, of course, a profound secret, one not entrusted even to those 
safe depositaries of State secrets, the newspaper correspondents ; 
but all conjectures seem to point towards Manassas Gap, where, 
it is supposed, the largest Secession force is now gathered, and 
where Jefferson Davis and Beauregard are said to be superintend- 
ing in person. ‘There are many reasons for favoring this move- 
ment, as a dislodgment of the Southern troops from that point 
would completely isolate the army at Harper's Ferry and would 
open the way up to Richmond. 

It is impossible to arrive at any correct statement of the South- 
ern troops now in the field. ‘The amounts vary from forty-five 
thousand to ninety thousantl and one hundred and forty-seven 
thousand soldiers, armed and equipped. ‘The first estimate is 
probably as far below as the Jast is above the truth. Probably 
all told, and in various stages of efficiency, the Southern army 
will number from eighty to ninety thousand men, a force by no 
means to be despised, and although by no means sufficient to 
cope with the enormous masses of the North now in the field, 
and those ready at call, still enough to make a detcrmined stand 
and cause the result of a general engagement to be by no means 
certain as to which side would gain the victory. The sure but 
cautious movements of General Scott prove to us, at least, that 
he has reliable intelligence of the strength of his opponents, and 
that he is determined not to risk the event of a general action 
until the necessary forces are in the field, and victory is agsured 
beyond all probable peradventure. 

The policy of the Southern Generals is said to be not unani- 
mous. One is for throwing an immense foree into Harper's 
Ferry, a second for concentrating the whote strength upon 
Manassas Gap, and a third for falling back upon Richmond, and 
sthere awaiting the approach of the Federal troops and defending 
the city to the last extremity. We dread the result of the meet- 
ing of the two armies; the conflict will be obstinate and deadly, 
and a vast amount of bloodshed will be the 
all will sooner or later bitterly regret.

The funeral of Judge Douglas took place ac Chicago, Illinois, 
on Friday, the 7th of June. Business was generally suspended,

The banks, job>ing-houses and drygoods stor s were 
all closed, and the streats at an carly hour, on the line of march 
of the procession. were densely thronged with people, large 
numbers of whom arrived from the country by the morning 
trains. At cleven o'clock, amid the tolling of bells and the 
firing of minute guns, the ‘procession moved from Bryan Hill, 
where, since ‘Tuesday, Senator Douglas’s remains “had lain in 
state, through Clark and Lake streets to Michigan avenue, thence 
to Cottage Grove.

At alow esti- 
mate there were ten thousand persons in the procession, which 
was composed of the military, Governor, State officers, members 
of the Legislature, medical and legal professions, Masonic fra- 
ternity, Mercantile Association, Fire Department, Typographical 
Union, and all the benevolent societies, to do honor to the 
memory of the illustrious dead.

LAST HOURS OF JUDGE DOUCLAS. 


At about e’even o’clock on Sunday morning Bishop D ggan called at the request 
of friends to converse with Mr. Louglas, who was then, for the first time, per- 
fectly ratienal. xr. Douglas immediately recegnized the Bishop, and expressed 
his gratification at the visit. Bishop Duggan soon asked, 

‘* Mr. Douglas, have you been baptized according to the rites of any church.”’ 
Mr. Douglas replied, ° 

** Never.”’ 

The Bishop continued: “Do you desire to have mass said after the ordi- 
nances of the boly Catholic church?’ ‘The answer was, 

‘* No, sir ; when I do I will communicate with you freely.’’ 

The Bishop then turned to Mr. Rhodes and said, 

“* Do you think he is fully possessed of bis mental facilities?’ Mr. Rhodes 
replied, ‘1 do not know—perhaps you had better ask him again.’’? The Bishop 
repeated his question, to which Mr. Douglas answered, ‘n strong, full voice, 

‘*Ycu perhaps did not understand me. When I desire it, I will communicate 
with you freely.”’ 

The B‘shop then remarked to Mr. Rhodes, ‘“‘ He is undoubtedly in his right 
mind, avd does not desire my offices *? Ho» then withdrew. 

During the day (Sunday) Mr. Douglas seemed to be much better, and strong 
hopes were entertained of his recovery ; he slept most of the day, and in the 
evening seemed much r.freshed. Mrs, Douglas and Mr. Rhodes remained with 
him du ing the right. At about four o’clock on Monday morning he se>mei to 
be much worse, aud sank rapid!y ; his friends were sent for, and at te request 
of Mrs. Douglas Bishop Duggan again visited him. Soon after the Bishop 
entered he approached the bedside, and addressing the rat ent, said, 

“Mr, Douglas, you know your own condition fully, and in view of your 
ap*roaching digsolution, do you desire the ceremony of extreme unction to be 
performed ?”” 

Mr. Douglas replied, 

* No, I have no time to discuss these things now 

The Fisho) then withdrew. After he had gone Mrs. Douglas requested Mr. 
Rhodes to ack her husband if he desired the ministrations of any other clergy- 
man. Mr. Rhodes then said to Mr. Douglas : 

* Do you know the clergymen of this city ?’’ 

** Nearly every one of them.’’ 

Mr. Rho *es—‘‘ Do you wish to have either or any of them cal! to see you to 
converse upon religious subjects ?”’ 

Mr. Douglas—* No, [ thank yeu.” 

Soon after this, about five o’clock, ho desired to have his position in bed 
changed, the blinds o;ened and the windows raised. Mr. Rhodes lifted him to 
an eazeir posthre, where he cculd Jook out upon the street, and drink in the 
fresh morning air. For afew moments he scemed to gain new life. ‘ihen he

After this he seemed to revive slightly, and Mr. Rhodes asked him wheth>r 
he had sny message to send to his mother, or sister Sarah, or bis boys, 
“ Robby” and “ Stevie,’ to which he made no reply, evidently not under- 
standing the question. Mrs. Douglas then placed her arms around his neck 
and said 

‘*My dear, do you know cousin Dan?’ 

‘ Yes,” he replied.

“Your boys, Robby and Stevie, and your mother 
you any message for them ’”’ 

The dying man replied, 

“Tel them to obey the laws and support the Constitution of the United 
States.’’

The march on Philippi and the rout of the Secession troops 
there was a gallant affair, and but for the terrible roads and the 
want of proper guides would have proved of much greater im- 
portance. The attacking party on the Secession camp at Phi- 
lippi consisted of four regiments in two divisions, one consisting 
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of the First Virginia Regiment, part of the Sixteenth Ohio and 
Seventh Indiana, under the command of Colonel Kelly; the 
other consisting of the Ninth Indiana and Fourteenth Ohio, 
under Colonel Lander of Wagon. Road and Potter, of Pryor 
duel notoriety. 

Colonel Kelly’s division moved east by railrcad to Thorn- 
town; from thence he marched to Philippi, twenty-two miles. 
The Indiana regiment moved by railroad to Webster, where they 
were joined by the Fourteenth Ohio; from which place they 
pushed forward on foot to Philippi, twelve miles distant. The 
march of the two divisions was performed through darkness, rain 
and mud, 

It ‘was a terrible undertaking, but they all went bravely 
through it unshrinkingly, and without complaint. All night 
they toiled on through the darkness and storm, the soft earth 
yielding beneath their feet, till the gray dawn found them in the 
neighborhood of the enemy. 

Colonel Lander reports that he arrived on the hill across the 
river from below Philippi, and commanding the town, before 
daylight. He at once prepared to open fire on the rebels at the 
appointed time. Four o’clock was the hour at which the attack 
was to be made simultaneously by both divisions. 

Colonel Kelly was to attack them in the rear and cut off re- 
treat, while Colonel Lander would assail them in front, but 
Colonel Kelly’s division was behind the appointed hour, owing 
to the terrible fatigues of the forced march and being misled by 
guides, 

When day began to dawn upon Colonel Lander's impatient 
forces it discovered to them the camp below in a state of commo- 
tion, evidently in great alarm and preparing for flight. The hour 
appointed for the fight came and passed, but still Colonel Kelly's 
division had not arrived. 

Impatient to begin the attack, and fearful that the rascals, 
almost within his grasp, would escape without smelling powder, 
Colonel Lander ordered his artillery to begin the attack, and at 
a quarter past four the guns were unlimbered and dropped the 
first messenger of terror into the rebel camp. 

Simultaneously with the roar of the first gun, Colonel Kelly, 
at the head of his command, came in sight across the river below 
the camp; and, comprehending the position of affairs, he rushed 
forward in the direction of the camp. Meanwhile, the battery 
having got range, played upon the camp with marked effect, 
tearing through the tents and houses at a fearful rate. 

The Southern troops fled with great precipitancy, firing a ran- 
dom volley which did no harm. Colonel Kelly was the only 
sufferer, he having received what was feared to be a fatal wound. 
The last accounts, we are glad to say, annovfnce his probable re- 
covery. He was shot by an Assistant Quartermaster of the Con- 
federate troops, named Sims, who was taken prisoner. The 
Secessionists left behind them fifty horses, five hundred muskets, 
a lot of handsome uniforms and all their camp equipage. Fif- 
teen of their party were known to have beer killed, as their 
bodies were afterwards found concealed in a thicket close by.

If the crops look 
as flourishing throughout tte South as they do in this locality, it doesn’t look 
very likely to us that Old Abe will be able to starve us into submission by 
blockading Southern ports —Bee. 


BLOCKADING THE WATERING-PLaces —The surmise that the watering places 
would be blockaded is groundless. What is there to blockade at Bay >t. Louis, 
Pass Christian, Mississippi City, Biloxi, or Ocean Springs? A few oystermen 
comprise the extent of the marine. A dozen or two of s:iling boats are scat- 
tered about. It is not known that they wouid be of any service to Lincoln, 
Seward & Co. Some alarm has been evinced at the burning of the shanties on 
Ship Island. It was a telegraphic sensation di-patch that a great big sti amer 
was seen in the harbor ; it turned out to be a small cutter acting under orders 
of the commandant of Mobile harbor. ‘‘ Nobody was hurt,’’ but a good many 
old ladies and children were somewhat frightened. 


A GENTLEMAN direct from New Orleans says, in regard to the entire commerce 
of the South, that it is in a most frightful condition He says the States that 
will suffer most will be Louisiana, Mississippi and Yexas. In regard to the 
latter Scate, he says he was ia Galveston on the 15th of May. When he left 
there bacon was twepty-five cents per poun’,and flour.eighteen dollars per 
barrel, and a very limited supply at that. They were wholly dependent on 
New Orleans for means of subsistence. 


Te BiockaDE —It was dull on the flags yesterday, not more so, however, 
than usual On the last day of the spring mon hs. 

The capture of the barque H. E Spe.ring, C ptain Rogers, from Rf, by the 
Brooklyn, was talked of treely. Whether she was taken in attempting to run 
in after being warned off has not been ascer.ained. However, the c»ptors 
have gota tsrtar. The cargo of forty-six hundred bags of coffee is owned by 
Rio, purchased on the credit of Brown, Brothers & Co. The ves<el is owned in 
part bere and the balance is owned in New England. The coffee would have 
paid well in our market at tois time. It will be remembered that the Brazilion 
Minister at Washington protested against the blockade, contending tbat ninety 
days’ time should be allowed for South American Governments to be notified 
The blunaer-beaded commanders of Lincoln, Seward & Co. do not know wht 
they are about. The week closing has been attended with favorable weather 
for the growing crops. The accouuts of the staple are flittering.—Crescent. 


PROVIDING THEIR OWN CANNON —Messrs. Leeds, in New Orleans, have estab- 
lished one of the most extensive and complete foundries in the country for 
cast pg heavy ordnance. The Bulletin of that city cays they are successfully 
casting columbiads, fleldpieces and breech-loadmg cannon, with hexagonal 
bores, sometuing nearly similar to the Whitworth gun. 


SOUTH CAROLINA—MoveEmEnts or Troops.—The Charleston Courier of the 
28th ult. says: ‘* Ap almost simultaneous offer has been made from the volun- 
teer regimeut now in camp to enter the Confederate States service, und procved 
at once to Virginia. Col. M. Jenkins’s regiment, eleven hundred strong, which 
has been in camp on Sullivan’s Island, drilimg, ‘or several weeke, will be mus- 
tered into service very soon by Assistant Adjutant-General D. R. Jones, and 
will start ina day or two. Col Cash’s flue regiment, at Florence, nearly pine 
hundred strong, are also ready to start for thescene of action. Col. Bacon’s 
regiment, eight hundred strong, now encamped at Aiken, are ready for depar- 
ture at a moment’s notice. Col. Hampton’s Legion expect to move early this 
week.. Col. Williams’s, Col. Hagood’s and Ccl. Rion’s regiments have almost 
unapimous'y volunteered anc been accepted. Besides which other offers of 
men and means have poured in upon Gov. Pickens and Gen. Beauregard. In 

ess than ten days those noble regiments will be on the march for the Old 
Domivion.”’ 


TENNESSEE.—The Memphis Appeal ot the 4th inst. contains the following: 
“ We learn that the Mayor is about toraise a company of meu for the protection 
of the city, to be called the Chickasaw Pikemen. For this company sixty-four 
formidable Irish pikes have been already made. They are ten feet in length; 
at the butt there is a spike; the pike resemb!es a bayonet in size and appear- 
ance, and at the point where it joins th staff a hooked blade projects. The 
pike will cut with a thrust, the hook with a pall. On the approach of cavalry 
the butts are set on the ground and the pikes presented to the enemy.’’ 


Rumors FROM Mempnis.—The Memphis Bulletin of May 30 contains the 
following i'ems: 

“ A gentleman, who came from Montgomery yesterday morning, reports that 
he passed about §,000 troops en route for Union city, This looks as if Ca'ro was 
to be taken, or an invasion was expected.

high water mark.’’ 


The las‘ account reports that there are no trops and no batteries in Memphis, 
except an inconsiderable “ Home Guard.’’ A sipgle cannon is mounted on the 
bioff for the purpose of stopping boats. The defence of the city is trusted 
wholly to Forts Wright and Rardolph, some distance above, on the lk ft bank 
of the Mississippi, and to a force of about 4000 men at Union City, on the Mo- 
bile and Ohio Railroad, a mile or two south of the Kentucky line. The entire 
force available for repelling an advance from Cairo is stated as tollows, and is, 
doubtless, greatly exaggerated.

The Corinth en- 
campmeut is ninety-four miles south-west of Memphis, on the Yemphis and 
Charleston Railroad, in the north-west corner of Mississippi. Gen. Beauregard 
had not been in Memphis when our informant left, but he had been at both 
Corinth and Jackson, and it was the general expectation that he would assume 
the command in Tennessee. Gen. Pillow was altogether played out. It adds 
that the blockade has prostrated business, and no one dreams of attacking 
Col. Prentiss in Cairo—but they tremble at the idea of his attacking them. 
Gen. Pillow is fast losing his authority, as bis drunkenness increases every 
day. The price of provisions is terrible.

A Heroic Woman —A large and enthusiastic meeting was held in the Conven- 
tion Hall, to aid those Marylanders who had left their bomes to aid in fie hting 
our battles, and who are now at Harper’s Ferry without the bare necessities o! 
the soidier’s camp. 

Mrs. Johnson, wife of Capt. Bradley T. Johnson, of Maryland, and daughter 
of Judge Senders of this city, was present, having encountered the dangers 
and fatigues of travel from Harper’s Ferry, where she left her hysband and his 
comrades, ‘or her native State, to solicit aid. 

Eloquent speeches were made on the occasion by Gov. Reid, Hon. Kenneth 
Raynes, Hon. T. L. Clingman, Hon. J. W. Osborne and Mr. Woodfin. At the 
conclusion of Mr. Woodfin’s speech, he proposed that a committee of five be 
appointed to wait on those present and solicit their subscriptions. Adopted. 

The committee collected some $500, together with many names for large 
donations. 

Mrs. Jolinson will leave in the morning, having succeeded entirely in her 
noble mission, besides five hundred rifles, which the Governor has tendered to 
the husband of Mrs. Johnson and the men under his command.—Richmond 
Examiner. 

Norrork.—lhe Merrimac has been raised by the insurgents, and will 
be commissioned. If 0, it is te only efficient sbip they bave got. On 
the 6th, the Confederate authorities sent the West Point, ove of their steamers, 
under a flag of truce, to Fortress Monroe, wigh several loyal families. One ol 
the ladies info med Gen, Butler that there were about 12,000 rebel treops 
there. Along the entire river from the city 'o Sewall’s Point both sides are 
dotted with batteries, and no fear was anticipated from a sea invasion. Th- 
Norfolk and Petersburg and Weldon Reilroads are beavily guarded by the 
Confederate troops. Reinforcements and provisions arrive daily, and on Mon- 
day la t there arrive’ frem the South two monster Columbiads, intended for 
the battery at Sewa!l’s Point. The rebels have now at this po:nt three rifled 
cannon of long range. At Craney Island they have thirty-eight cannon «f 
heavy calibre, and thirteen Columbiads mounted. The Secess onists have also 
erected a battery a short distance up the James river, at the mouth of a small 
stream, It is the intention of the enemy to fortify the shore at points where 
the Federal forces may m»ke a lodgment, fearing it may be Gen. Butler’s in- 
tention to Jand a force on that side of James river, with the view of bolding on 
to a point that will command the rear of Norfolk and cut off their railway con- 
nection with the South and Richmond. 


Hamptron.—There was a sk'rmish on Friday night, the 7th June. The pickets 
were driven in, when Gen. Butler orcered out Col. Duryea’s Zouaves, who 
pursued the rebels. One buncred muskets were captured by our troops. Tne 
enemy fled, after firing a few sbots, which did no « mage, 


GEORGIA, Liperat Contrinvtions.—The Milledgeville Federal Union says 
Miss Henrietta Kenan, of that city, has waited on Gov. Brown, and in the 
nam2 of herself and mother tendered to him, for the use of the State in con- 
ducting the war, all their silver plate of every description and their jewellery,

value.

OUR CAMPS AND STRONCHOLDS. 


CHAMBERSBURG.—There were on the 5th of June fitteen regiments stationed 
here, and the number was to be increased from 25,000 to 30,000 men. It is 
under the chief command of General Patterson. Captain Doubleday, of Sump- 
ter Fort fame, is to have command of the artillery. The Hon. John Sherman, 
of Obio, is ove of General Patterson’s staff. A most beaut ful and retired 
building, conveniently locate’, known as Rosedale Female Seminary, has been 
turned into headquarters for General Patterson. General William H. Keim bas 
also taken a private residence on Queen street. Brizadier-Genera! E C Wil- 
liams aod mapy of the regiment colonels are very comfortably fixed at the 
Franklin Hotel. Our streets are alive with army wagons attached to the Com- 
mi-sariat, and constantly engaged hauling from the railroad depot out to the 
different camps su plies and loggage of the troops. The Virginiavs have 
burned another bridge at Opegon station, on the Baltimore and Chio Railroad, 
two miles below Martinsburg. 

Newport News.—S.nce our last Hawkins’s Zouaves have arrived, and other 
regiments are on their way. It is intended to form acamp of about 15 000 
men at this point. It is aboutseven miles from Fortress Monroe and eighteen 
irom Yorktown. 


TRENTON.—The three new reg’men's called for from this S’ate are now en- 
camped at Camp Oliev, three miles from this city, awaiting proper arms and 
equipments pricr to moving to the seat of hostilities. The clothing will be 
furnished next week. The Government has contracted for the alteration io the 
mo-t approved macner of three thousand flivt lock muskets, tore: der them 
eticient. It is the desire of the cepartmept here shat the troops shall not 
leave until they are fully preparey with everything necessary. Additional 
ground for another camp has been selected, which wi'l give a better oppor- 
tunity for regimental drilis. The troops are being drilled many hours each 
day, and are becoming pleased with camp lite, snd are in good bealth. Captain 
Herman, cf the Hudson Rifl s, and almost all his command have rm turned to 
Hoboken, iu consequence of the shameful treatment they received in Trenton, 
They were obliged to sleep in the streets and on stoops, and, after being kept 
without rations for two days, the meat given to them was putrid. Many are 
ill through privation and indignation. 


Fortress Monror —Our illustrations of this famous strongho!ld in No. 281, 
and in our list paper, have given our readers so admirable an idea of its posi- 
tion and appearance that any further description is need'ess. Its water bat- 
tery is capable of sink ng any hostile fleet. Along the beach it commands a 
range of miles, where tue columbiads and rifled cannon would soon prevent 
any approach to that direction. It will be impossible tor assailants to set the 
garrison build'ngs on fire ; and if they should do 50, the area is so great their 
burning would not smoke out theccm)atents. The casemates are so large and 
well ventilated that they will allow the most constact firing wiilout danger of 
Captain Phillips, of the Jumes Adger, who arrived from Fortress 
Mvnroe on the 7th of June, thus reports : The Troy Reg ment are still stationed 
at Hampton, in full view of the fortress. Colonel Allen’s regiment is a little 
below them, while Colonel Duryea’s Advance Guard was stationed some two 
miles still further. As for the last named regiment, while in conversation on 
Wednesaay evening with one of the officers, he stated that they were to start 
tbe next day for Yorkiown, thence to Norfolk, and from there direct to Kich- 
mind. He says: ‘“ The Secessionists aver that toey are not atraid of the Troy, 
Albany, Colonel Allen’s or the Vermont Regiment , but they would rather keep 
clear of the ‘ red-legged devils,’ as they call Duryea’s Zouave Regiment ”’ 
This same cfficer remarked that one day be took about two bundred and filty 
of his reg:men' to capture a party of Secessionists, numbering over nine bun- 
dred men, and armed with cannon. Upon approaching them, they (the Seces- 
sion soldiers) retreated in great baste. 


Catro.—The map and illustrations in our last issue have made this most im- 
portant point palpale to all, while our portrait and biography of the heroic 
Prentiss cannot fail to bave given our readers a personal interest iv tha’ glorious 
soldier. Our accounts are up to the 7th, from which it would seem that the 
Tennesseeans, under the command of General Pillow, were about to make an 
attack upon Cairo, ior which Colonel Prents* is prepared. On the 6th that 
vigilant officer, having heard that a camp of Kentueky Secessionists had been 
formed at Ehott’s Mills, Ky., about ten miles from Cairo, sent two companie 
to dislodge them. The -eces-ionistz, gf course, fled without fighting. We 
append a list of the troops within twenty-four hours 0) Cairo:

Of these about 800 are cavalry, 17,0 0 rifles, 35 heavy cannons, with 1,500 
artillerymen, avd the rest infantry. These figures do not vary materia!ly trom 
the actual tacts. 


Camp Corcoray.—The works beyond Arlingtcn House, near Arover’s Place, 
opposite Georgetown, are being rapidly ana effectually strengthened by the 
United States forces there, Thirty-six guns have been mounted on the em- 
baukment. The trcops are in expectation of an attack upon their line by the 
Confederates from Manassas Jonciion very shortly. Colone! Corcoren, of the 
Sixty-ninth Kegiment, wh a detachment of one hundre! men_ proceeded on 
the 7th June to Bull’» Corner, five mies out, where he arreste: a party of five 
Secessionist#, one wearing the uniio:'m of a Secession Sergeant ; one, named 
Richard Meitch, an employée at the Capitol as watchman, and one named Ball, 
a rich farmer, on whom was found « muster roll of a rebel company, and in 
whose house were found arms, bedding and cooking utensils for a company of 
at least fifty men. Nime hundred dollars m gold were also found, but retorned 
by the mistaken generosity of the sergeant to Ball’s wife, w trout the . olonel’s 
kuowledyve until after their return tothe camp. Three fine horses were al-o 
seized. The papers capture! are oddly mixed—Breckinridge electoral tickets, 
Secession speeche:, vouchers for Government money, and obscene books form- 
the staple. The prisoners are now in Fort Corcoran. 


THE BLOCKADE, 

Tur Federal Government is drawing the blockade tighter every day. The 
United States steam sioop of war Brooklyn is now engaged in enforcing a strict 
blockade of the mouths o1 the Mississippi, and we hear very little more of 
prizes captured by privateers out of that port. The Picayune, of the 4th inst., 
states that the Brooklyn had ordered away several vessels, and bad made a 
prize ot one, the brig Creole, which had been sent North in charge of a prize 
crew. The various foreign constils bal pati a visit to the ‘Brooklyn, and had 
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an interview with Capt. Poore, her commander, respecting the blockade. It is. 
not stated whether all the vessel? on the bar at the time the fi teen days’ notice 
was given had succeeded in getting away. Capt. Poore bad ma‘e a full survey 
of the river and sounded it in every direction, a proceeding which indicated his 
intention to remain at that post for some time. 

From the New Orleans Delia, of May 31, we glean the following itoms of 
nterest : 

* Tho Brock!yn, Capt. Poore, entered the river, day before reste-day, and 
sent out a number of boats, strengly mann d with armed men, to board the 
ships lying on the bar, to acquaint them of the terms of the biockads. After 
some discussion, it was agreed that the ships on the bar shoul! have fourteen 
days to goont. Whetber they may bs able to get off ia that time is very 
doubtful. Poore also made a tull survey and soundirgs of the river, and int! 
mated his purpose to bring the Brooklyn up as /ar as the Passes, and there 
anchor ker. At present she is iying about a mile outside.’’

THE HARRIET LANE ENCACING A BATTERY 
At Pig’s Point on the Nansemond River, 


Tue Harriet Lane had a smart action on Wednesday, the 5th inst., 
near Newport News, with a battery of seven guns, erected by fhe 
Secessionists on Pig’s Point, where the Nansemond enters the 
James River. The eogagement lasted nearly an hour, beginning 
at thirty-five minutes past eight a.m. The firing was quite brisk, 
the Harriet Laue firing some thirty shots,aad the Confederates over 
fity. The Harriet Lane received one round shot furward, near her 
long thirty-two pounder. It atreuck the shot tub, making a great 
scatteratiou of splinters and shot, and wounding five of the men, 
three of them severely, and passing entirely through the vessel. 
Another round shot passed through the fore :igging, aud grazing the 
furemast, went out through the starboard buiwarks. The battery 
guna were well served, and had their range been more perfect they 
would have hulled the Harsiet Lane every time. As it was, the 
armament of the United States revenue cutter was not heavy 
enough to silence the guns of the Confederate battery. 











Foreign News. 

Tar Adriatic brings us European intelligence to te 5th June of a very impor- 
tantcharacter. Both England and France have invited our Federal Goyernment 
to subscribe to the Paris Convention, which declared p~ivateering to be piracy.

CAMP DENNISON. 


Tas camp which is organized for a camp of instruction and drill, 
is situated about sixteen miles above Cincinnati, on a field of sev- 
enty five acres, on the banks of the Miami River, surrounded by high 
bluffs.

ACTION BETWEEN THE PAWNEE 
AND FLOTILLA 
And the Battery at Aquia Creck, June 1, 


AT ten o clock on tne morning of the Ist of June 
the flotilla got under way, the Pawnee, com- 
manded by Commander Rowan, accompanying. 
Oa nearing Aquia Creek, the expedition found 
the Anaccsta; a litle further down the Yankee 
was moving dowa the river, but she turned back. 

At half-past eleven stood close in shore, sounded 
with the lead ail the time, till the Freebora ap- 
proached within two thousand yards, when she 
opened fire, Captain Ward, as Commander-in- 
Chief, teking the post of honor and of danger. 
The fire from the Freeborn was follo ved by shots 
from the Pawnee, which was opportanely sent 
down from Alexandria just in the nick of time, 
forestalling Captain Ward in ‘his despatches to 
the Navy Department to send her down 

Tne enemy opened coon afier the Freebora ond 
the Pawnee commenced their tire, with silled 
cannon, which were evidently removed from the 
upper battery to the lower during the nigh’. 

Ihere was no firing from the battery on the hi |, 
because the gons were removed from there. Tac 
Pawnee’'s guus were nine inch bore, and her shot 
and shell were thrown with great prec’sion and 
deadly eflect. 

Shortly after the fire opened, the passenger 
depot at the end ot the wharf was seen in Hames. 
But whether it was set on fire by the enemy, on 
the supposition that the flotilla had a force to 
land, or by shells from the Freeborn or Pawnee, 
is not known. 

The fire from the Freeborn and Pawnee was so 
incessant and so deadly that not a man at the 
wharf dared to go in to extinguish it. 

The Anaeosta did good service with her long 
thirty-two pounder, worked by a detachment ol 
the Seventy-lirst New York Regiment, under the 
command of Lieut. T. B. Prendergast. Several of her shots were 
seen to strike the battery. 

After one hour's firing, the Freeborn stood in within seventeen 
hundred yards of the shore, when shot and shell from the Freeborn 
and Pawnee poured in as thick as bops. The enomy returaed the 
fire as briskly. But so deadty was the fire from the flotilla, that the 
enemy was at last silenced, with the exception of a single gun, 
which replied at interv Is of about half an hour,

Every shot and shell from the Freeborn went into the freight and 
passenger depot and the battery, and men were seen carrying out 
bodies of apparentiy dead and wounded, and layiag them under the 
shade of trees and covering them up. 

At another time the rebels were seen running from the batteries 
at the top of their speed. 

The fire was incessant for five hours, during which the Freeborn 
fired two hundred and sixty rounds, of which only sixty were shells 
The Pawnee fired three hundred and fifty rounds. The Yankee only 
fired three or four shots, and then left on her mission. The Anacosta 
fired not many more. The Pawnee was further out than the Free- 
born, which really bore the brunt of the battle.

It is situated on the James 
River, nearly opposite the mouth of Nansemond River, the entrance 
of which is protected by a battery called Pig’s Point, recently bom- 
barded by the Harriet Lane, an illustration of which will be found 
in another part of our paper. It is the intention of General Butler 
to concentrate a large force in this encampment, for the purpose— 
80 it is said—of occupying Yorktown, preparatory to co-operating 
with the invading divisions destined to march upon Richmond 

At present there are about six thousand men in camp, consisting 
of the First Vermont, Colonel Phelps ; Third M issachusetts, Colonel 
Richards, and the New York Fourth (Scott Life Guard) ; Seventh, 
Colonel J. E. Bendix’s (German), and Ninth, Colonel Hawkins's 
(Zouaves) regiments. Tie Hawkins Zouaves arrived on Saturday 
morning, and came from Fortress Monroe on the steamer George 
Peabody. The troops are now fortifying this part, and it will soon 
be capable of withstanding any attack that may be made upon it. 
The camp is under the command of Colonel Phelps. 

The Camp at Newport News. 


The camp at Newport News is well arranged: 
every care having been taken for securing the com- 
fort and accommodation of the men. Our illustra- 
tion represents the quarters of the Vermont regi- 
ment. 

Camp Butler, Newport News. 


A formidable defensive work is being erected by 
the Fourth Massachusetts regiment at Newport 
News. It is situated at Camp Butler, and con- 
sists of an extensive and important breastwork.
